1 . Applicants are advised to update the status of U.S. Patent Application Serial 
No. 10/122,158. 



Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In the formula just above line 15 in page 8, should the oxygen atom of the 
carbonyl group be attached to the carbon atom, instead of the other oxygen atom? 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 5-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In Claim 5, in the formula, should the oxygen atom of the carbonyl group be 
attached to the carbon atom, instead of the other oxygen atom? 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claims 5-6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the claim objection, 
set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 
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The patentability of the instant claims is described in paragraph 6 below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5 . Claims 1 -4 and 7- 1 3 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest reference: Sankarapandian (Journal of Advanced Materials (1996), 28(1), 
59-63). 

Sankarapandian discloses a composition comprising a phosphine oxide 
compound (Scheme 1). However, Sankarapandian does not teach or fairly suggest 
the specific phosphine oxide compound of Formula VIII set forth in the present 
invention.
